THE LATP.ST WAR NEWS 

Following several weeks of almost 
painful inactivity, the First Ameri- 
can field army, under the direct com- 
mand of (Jen. Pershing, struck a 
powerful blow" at the Oermnn Ikies 
m the Toul sector yesterday morn- 
ing and ndvnneed to a depth of five 
miles at some points along the 
twenty-mile front. The drive was 
made nn the two sides of the point 
in the (Jerman line known as the St. 
Mihiel sector On the south the Amer- 
icans attacked along a twelve mile 
front, and took a number of towns. 
On the west thev attacked over a 
frontage of eight miles nnd also took 
territory The French in the mean- 
Ume attacked In the direction of St. 
Mihiel, between the two American 
forces, and closed in to the out- 
skirts of the town. The sbjoet of 
this drive i$ to open a path to an nt- 
lack on Met z. somct me. ,.1|,.,| "the 
Verdun of fiermany." 

The torpedoing of the American 
transport with the loss of not a 
man and the probable destruc- 
tion of the enemy submarine is re- 
garded in Washington as an allied 
victory rather than a Herman coup. 
The saving of the 2,800 men on 
board and the In aching of the large 
vessel are regnr.ien as wonderful. 

For the first time in nearly fogr 
vears the shadow of gloom hns lifted 
from about Paris, and that great city 
looks to the future with more op- 
timism than it has felt thief the war 
began. Can. Foch tnd Premier 
Clemencenii "The TUr.i"' have the 
supreme confidence of the people. 

Rich and poor alike believe ehat vic- 
tory is certain. 

Angered at the division nf the 
spoils of war. a strong Turkish force 
is reported to be on its way to the 
Bulgarian border.
